3. SWISS HAVE REITERATED TO US THEIR WISH TO SEE PROPOSED PRESS 
STATEMENT BEFORE RELEASE AND HAVE EXPRESSED HOPE THAT US AMD USSR 
WOULD IWFORM FINNS AND AUSTRIANS AS SOON AS POSSIBLE, 


4. EMBASSY RECOMMENDS THAT UNDERSTAMDABLE SWISS CONCERNS ABOUT 
THEIR RELATIONS WITH FINNS AW AUSTRIANS (LATTER BEING OF 
PARTICULAR IMPORTANCE TO SWISS) BE TAKEN IWTO ACCOUNT IN APPROACHES 
TO GOA AND GOF AND IN LANGUAGE OF PRESS RELEASE. WE RECOMMEND 
FURTHER THAT WE SHOULD BE RESPONSIVE TO SWISS DESIRE TO SEE TEXT 

OF PROPOSED RELEASE. HOWEVER, WE DO WOT RPT WOT SUGGEST THAT SWISS 
‘BE GIVEN OPPORTUWITY TO PROPOSE CHANGES IN LANGUAGE UNLESS THEY 
HAVE MAJOR AND SERIOUS OBJECTIONS. THIRDLY, WE BELIEVE THAT WE 

WEED NOT ATTEMPT TO RESTRICT SWISS IW ANY WAY AS REGARDS THEIR Ow
